A Fly Tlmt Kills Horses. 


AH white men who visit regions in 


Africa iut'osted by the tsetse fly have 
much to say about it. There is now 
evidence that the tsetse is moving grad- 
ually to more northern regions, and the 
cause is supposed to be that South 
Africa is depleted of its large game, 
mtich of v/hich is moving northward to 
get away trom hunters, r«nd the tsetse 
fly is going with it. 


The insect is only a little larger than 


the ordinary hoube fly, and it resembles 
the honey bee. 
Its sting is hnrdly as 


annoying as that of the mosquito, but 
near the base of the proboscis is a little 
bag -which contains its poison, ft lives 
on the blood of animals, and only a few 
ppecios are fatallv affected by its bite 
Cattle, horses and dogs, however, can- 
not live when bitten by the tsetse fly 
Natives who herd cattle and travelers 
•who depend on horses and osen must 
avoid the fly regions or lose their stock 
For human beings its bite has no serious 
ppnsequences,—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Carrier Pigeons far tb* Nary. 


When the United States practice ship 


Constellation Bailed on the cadets' ram- 
mer voyage Monday afternoon it had 
aboard a number of homing pigeons, 
to be used aa means of communication 
between the ship and points ashore. .The 
birds win be liberated at intervals, and 
are expected to bring official messages 
from the practice vessel to the naval 
academy, •where a loft or cote has re- 
cently been established. 


If the experiment should prove suc- 


cessful the government will probably 
find it profitable to the navy to encour- 
age the homing pigeon service with the 
email appropriation needed to carry out 
the plans of the projectors of the enter- 
prise. 
At present the facilities for 


training birds at the naval academy are 
limited, no government appropriation 
being available. At Fortress Monroe, 
the first stopping place of the ship, it is 
possible several trained birds from Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia and New York will 
be taken aboard and later dispatched 
with information from the cruising 
grounds. The headquarters at Wash- 
ington will also be posted of the where- 
abouts of the vessel through, winged 
messengers from thattcity, A loft of 
birds to accompany the ship,will no 
doubt be sufficiently trained towesd the 
close of the voyage to be useful in con- 
veying messages ashore. — Annapolifl 
Cor.

AtMrd of a contrary ago Bob Gii<ll»>y

friendless and abandoned at the totter- 
ing age of eighty years. The present 
generation has forgotten old Bob Grid- 
ley. He smokes his pipe in his rural 
chimney corner, and, while a stray tear 
occasionally trickles down his wrinkled 
face, he wonders how soon he will be 
compelled to seek the refuge of the Sara- 
toga county poorhouse.—Saratoga Cor.

which gives away copyright. 


Never forget that publishing is a bus! 


ness like any other business, totally un- 
connected with philanthropy, charity oi 
pure love of literature. You have to 
do with business men. 


Mr. Mutsuo'8 Big Kite. 


Jumatsu Matsuo, a native of Nagasa- 


ki, Japan, now residing on Bochelle 
-avenue, Wissahickon, has built an en- 
ormous kite, shaped like an owl, which 
he intends flying from the hillside on 
Manayunk avenue. The kite is made of 
split bamboo frames, covered with rice 
paper, and requires a tail forty yards 
long to steady the aerial monster. He 
haa two miles of string an eighth of an 
inch thick to hold the kite.
